PETROGRAD, Aug. 14.—Along the 
Galician front the Russian sweep <vt:- 
tinues unchecked, the official announce- 
ment of today states. Further gains 
have been made on the upper Serctn. 
In the region of the middle Stripa and 
Koropice the Austrians are being pur- 


sued by the Russians, who reached the 
northern bank of the Dniester befuvre 
Mariampol. 

The capture of Mariampol, seven miles 
southeast of Halicz, the key to Lemberg. 
was announced last night. 

Last night’s communication said: 

“Our crossing of the Rivers Stripa, 
Koropice and Zlota Lipa is continuing. 
We have occupied the town of Pod- 
gaicy. 

“On the Dniester our cavalry have cap- 
tured the town of Mariampol. In the 
region of the Bystritza we drove the 
enemy back to the left bank of the River 
Bystritza-Solotvina, during which op- 
eration one of our infantry regiments 
Captured 12 officers and 1000 men ang 
seven machine guns and one trencn 
gun.” 

a Advance on Upper Sereth. 

.' An earlier statement said: 

‘*“On the. Upper Sereth the troops of 
Gen. Sakharoff, developing their success, 
Grove off the enemy from a series of 
fortified positions and feached the lines 
of the villages of Zvyjen, Oleuv, Bzovica 
and Bialkovce. Our breaking through on 
the River Stripa forced the enemy to 
abandon strongly fortified positions. 

“Pursuing the enemy, the troops of 
Gen. Scherbatchoff captured Ezerna 
and, continuing to advance to the west 
along the whole front, reached the upper 
Bereth from the village of Plavucna 
Velska .to Plotyche. where they are 
crossing to the western bank. To the 
gouth of Plotyche we reached the line 
of the villages of Loboda, Zlota and 
Uvse. Detachments which in pursuit of 
the enemy crossed the river Koropice by 
the lower stream, captured the strongly 
fortified positions on the heights be- 
tween the rivers Koropice, Ziota Lipa 
f[nd Khorovanka and continuing to the 
gouth, reached the Dniester and Mari- 
ampol. | 

“On the rivers Bystritza-Nadvornas- 
koi and Bystritza-Solotvina the con- 
struction of bridges and the passage of 
our troops to the western banks is go- 
fing on continuously. The enemy is fir- 
fing from the western bank of the river 
Bystritza-Solotvina at our positions and 
pur troops which are crossing. 

Gains in Carpathians. 

“To the south of Delatyn, in the 
wooded region of the Carpathians, our 
Bdvance near Voroksta-Maguna and 
Jablonitsa continues. Here we consoli- 
Gated positions on several heights. At- 
tempts by the enemy to resume the of- 
fensive were repelled everywhere. 

“In view of the great military import- 
@nce attached to the capture today, 
Aug. 13, of the final remaining positions 
on the enemy’s winter line of fortifica- 
tions, the several armies are endeavor- 
ing to give details of prisoners and 
booty taken in the recent operations. 
One corps of Gen, Sakharoff's troops 
took between Aug. 4 and ll, a total of 
807 officers and 16,594 of the rank and 
file and captured four guns, 47 machine 
guns and 16 bomb mortars. The troops 
of Gen. Scherbatchoff have taken, from 
June 5 up to the present time, 1263 of- 
ficers and 6,158 of the rank and file. 
and have captured 55 cannon, 211 ™a- 
chine guns, 2 bomb mortars and 9% 
throwers and 1283 limbers, The troops 
of Gen. Letchitzky took from Aug. 1 
to 10, a total of 171 officers and 10,460 of 
the rank and file and captured 9 guns 
and 77 machine guns.” 

Gen. Letchitsky is advancing in the 
‘Year of Von Bothmer’s right flank 
while Gen. Sherbatchoff is closing in 
on his left. The Austrian commander 
is apparently making an attempt to es- 
cape the Russian trap by taking up w 
Position on a line running through 
Ziochoff, Pomorzany, Braezany to Ha- 
licz, roughly 2% miles to the west of his 
old lines before Tarnopol and Buczacsz. 

Fall of Halicsz Near, 

It ts stated semi-officilally @hat the 
Austrians evacuated the Stripa line 
Without a battle. Their success in reach- 
Ing and holding their new positions is 
Considered problematic by Russian mil- 
itary obeervers. It is pointed out that 
the strength of Gen. Letechitzky’s posi- 
tion on both side. of Dniester below 
Halicz makes it extremely unlikely that 
the Austrians will be able to hold that 
town. Their failure to hold Halicz 
Would render their vew line little more 
Advantageous than the positions on the 
Btripa as (len tLetchitzy would still be 
haneing on their right flank.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Whisky 
drinking in the United States is on the 
increase, according to the annual re- 
port of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. The tax on distilled spirits 
in 1916 was $158,682,439, an increase of 
$14,062,740 over 1915. Beer tax of $88,771,- 
103 was collected, an increase of $9,442,- 

157. : 

Card playing, too, was more popular 
during 1916 than the year previous, for 
the tax on cards totaled $819,654, an in- 
crease of $145,808. 

The tax on opium manufactured for 
smoking purposes amounted to only $17h 
for 1916, a decrease of $1893 over 1915.

MEN WOULD ARBITRATE 


Federal Agent Will Urge Them 
to Accept Proposal 
of Employers. 


Proprietors of the nine dairies af- 
fected by the strike and lockout of 


milk wagon drivers, at a conference 
this morning with James A. Smyth, 
a representative of the United States 
Department of Labor, agreed on a 
plan of mediation which, “™yth be- 
lieves, may bring about a settlement 
and which he will urge the drivers 
to accept. 

The dairymen’s proposal is that a 
committee of dairymen shall meet a 
committee of 26 actual drivers, who 
shall not be officers of the union 
These drivers shall be from the dif- 
ferent companies, as follows: Union, 
Pevely, St. Louis and Grafeman dai- 
ries, 4 each: Home, Carlyle, Donnell, 
Steinlage Sanitary and Diamond dai- 
ries, 2 each. 

The drivers told Smyth Saturday that 
they would be willing to accept arbitra- 
tion. 

The proposed meeting, if it is brought 
about, will discuss the drivers’ demand 
for higher wages. They have been re- 
ceiving $14 a week and 12% per cent 
commission on sales above a certain 
amount. They ask $18 a week and 6 
per cent on all sales. 

Strike leaders predicted that there 
would be no response t6 the dairy ad- 
vertisements, printed today, asking the 
drivers to return to work on the old 
terms and promising them police pro- 
te.tion in taking out wagons. 

John P. Cabanne, president of the St. 
Louis Dairy Co., said no attempt would 
be made to send out small wagons before 
tomorrow, and possibly not unti: 
Wednesday. He said he hoped the men 
would be ‘“‘more reasonable,’ and he did 
not repeat the statement he made Sat- 
urday, to the effect that the employers 
would fight it out, and that the men 
could return to work only by throwing 
awiy their union cards. 


Mutual Concessions Bring Cleveland 
Milk Drivers’ Strike to End. 
CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 4.—The strike 
of the milk wagon drivers ended late 
yesterday when the tentative proposals 
of the union and officers of the milk 
companies were accepted. The men will 
receive advances amounting to $10 a 
month and the union will be recognized. 
Employers succeeded in obtaining an ab- 

rogetion of the closed shop clause. 

The agreement provides a wage scale 
of $80 A month for the first 
six months; $85 for the second 
six months; $92.50 a month thereafter. 
The men are to be paid weekly and have 
two days off each month.

In the 62 hours ending at 9 a. m. to- 
day St. Louis has had a rainfall of 5.02 
inches, which was only .15 of an inch 
less than the total fall for all of June 
and July. In June 3.97 inches fell and 
in July 1.20 inches. 

The rain which started Friday afte-- 
noon and ended Saturday morning mfa- 
sured 1.17 inches. In the 12 hours end- 
ing at 7 p. m. Saturday no rain fell, but 
Saturday night there was a sevcv:.d 
storm with a total of 2.53 inches of rain- 
fall up to 7 a. m. yesterday. Last night's 
rain, ending at 7 a. m. today, totaled .97 
of an inch. From 7 a. m. to 9 a m. 
today the fall was .35 of an inch. 

Water from the sewer backed up and 
flooded the subway at Union Statin, 
Saturday night. It rose to a depth of 
about 14 inches over the decks of te 
platforms on which the mails and hag- 
gage are handled, which are 2% feet 
above the subway floor. Men with huses 
were used to wash out the fwd after 
the water receded. The mails were d-- 
layed about three hours. 

The connections between the old and 
new sewers at Vandeventer avenue anid 
Duncan street and at Ohio avenue rad 
been made, Fisk says, and were work- 
ing properly and equalizing the flow, 
and there were no obstructions in either 
sewer.

Director of Streets and Sewers Tal- 
bert said the new sewer had not been 
turned over to his department for main- 
tenance, but that he had men out re- 
pairing the damage to streets. 

W. E. Rolf of the sSoard of Puhiic 
Service said that the eomplaints about 
damage from inundation were from per- 
sons whose property is regularly inun- 
dated when there is heavy downfall, ani 
if it had not been for the new sewer 
the damage would have been greate-. 

drainage area now served by the 
sewers, he said, is the same as 
formerly served by the one. 
the storm manhole covers were 
blown off and the vicinity of Broadway 
and Rutger street was flooded for sev- 
eral blocks. 
Many Buildings Flooded, 

All the buildings on the east side of 
Broadway for a block on each side of 
Rutger street were flooded. In many 
basements the water was five and: six 
feet deep. A fire engine was used all 
day yesterday pumping the water from 
the basements. 

Damage was done by overflow of the 
sewer at other points along its course. 
All baserients in the 2800 block on South 
Jefferson avenue and many in the 3800 
block on Wisconsin avenue were flood- 
ed. The stocks of grocers and other 
business men were damaged. 

The sewer failed to carry off the wa- 
ter from the heavy downpours Saturday 
right and last night in the Manchester 
district, as well as in the river district. 

Water backed into the basements of 
the houses in the 4400 block on Oakland 
avenue and stood for some time at a 
depth of from two to three feet Satur- 
day night and at a depth of more than 
a foot this morning. 

High water in the streets at Man- 
chester and Newstead avenues and at 
Manchester and Knox avenues resulted 
in the delaying of the Manchester and 
Kirkwood cars for more than an hour 
curing the rush period this morning. 

Cars Stepped by ' Ficed. 

All of the east bound cars were crowd- 
ed, The cars were stopped at 6:4 
o’clock and did not resume their move- 
ment until nearly 8 o’clock. Employes 
of the United Railways were unable to 
do anything to relieve the situation and 
the cars were forced to wait until the 
heavy rain abated and the water in the 
streets receded. »: 

The Meramec River reached flood 
height and the steel wagon bridge span- 
ning Fishpot Creek to Arnold's Landing 
at Valley Park was washed away. Sev- 
eral parties of automobilities were ma- 
rooned at clubhouses reached by the 
bridge. Machines were stored at Valley

BECKER WINNER 


VER WALTHER, 


NeW GOUNT SnOWS 


Clerk in Sécretary of State’s 
Office Made Mistake of 1000 
in Totalling Vote. 


William Dee Becker is the Republican 
nominee for Judge of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals. This announcement 
was made th.s morning at the office of 
the Secretary of State in Jefferson City, 
where it was announced Saturday night 
that the official totals of the Aug. 1 
primary showed Lambert E. Walther 
to be the winner. Saturday’s announce- 
ment was a surprise, as thé unofficidl 
figures had given Becker a safe plural- 
ity. 

Secretary of State Roach gave out the 
totals Saturday night, with those of 
other State offices, after they had been 
added by a clerk in his office. He did 
not give out the figures by counties at 
that time. 

Yesterday a Post-Dispatch reporter 
obtained the figures by counties, and it 
was found that both Becker's vote and 
Walther’s vote had been added wrong, 
so that Becker was deprived of 1000 
votes that belonged to him, and Wal- 
ther of 100. @the same discovery was 
made this morning in Roach’'s office, 
when the figures were gone over. 

The totals given out Saturday night 
were: Walther, 32,0%: Becker, 31,854. The 
correct totals are: Becker, 32/854; Wal- 
ther, 32,125: Becker's plurality, 729. 

Walther’s plurality in St. Louis was 
2850, or 96 more than was shown by the 
unofficial count. This plurality, and 
an added plurality of 501 in three coun- 
ties; was overcome by a total plurality 
of 4080 for Becker in 20 counties. Beck- 
er’s biggest plurality was 1157, in St 
Louis County, and his next largest was 
68% in Franklin County. Wilson Cra- 
mer polled 12,9% votes. 

Davis Biggs is the Democratic nom- 
inee for the judgeship, to succeed Judge 
Albert D. Nortoni. Judge Nortoni, 
whose 12-year term would have ex- 
pired next January, res'cned Saturday 
in order to accept an appointment to 
the Nationa] Committee of Progressives, 
who will work with the Democratic 
committee for President Wilson's re- 
election. It is expected that Gov. 
Major will appoint Biggs for the unex- 
pired term. 


JAPANESE START SCHOOLS IN 
CAPTURED GERMAN ISLANDS 


Have Widely Extended Administra- 
tion in South Sea Archipeiago— 
Reu Line of Steamers. 
TOKIO, Aug. 14.—Government offi- 
clals who have returned from the 
German South Sea islands, which 
were occupied by Japan after out- 
break of the European war, report 
that Japanese administration has 
been widely extended and that pri- 
mary schools have been established 
in seven of the largest islands. The 
archipelago which is now ruled by 
Japan includes islands in the groups 


known as Marianne, Caroline and 
Marshall. A regular line of steamers 
maintains communication with Japan. 
The actual disposition of the islands 
is to be decided at the peace confer- 
ence which will follow the war.

SIGHT OF $500,000 
CHECKS A RUN ON 
EASTST.LOUS BANK 


Currency Piled on Table Causes 
Many to Keep Deposits With 
Illinois State. 


The sight of a half-million dollars in 
currency, piled two feet high upon a ta- 
ble in the paying teller’s cage, dazzled a 
line of savings account depositors who 
called this morning to withdraw their 
money from the Illinois State Bank of 
East 8t. Louis, at Collinsville and Mis- 
souri avenues. 

Some depositors, 
their money from one window, 
immediately to the receiving telier's 
window and -redeposited it. Probably 
none of them ever had seen so much 
currency before, and it was reasstur- 
ing. 

The withdrawal! of saving deposits was 
the result of alarming reports about 
the bank, which were spread by tele- 
phone by a man in East St. Louis last 
Saturday morning. This man volun- 
teered the information that he ‘“‘was 
just giving a tip,’’ and in each instance, 
when pressed for his name, hung up 
the receiver. 

Hunting for Man. 

Bank officials are making an inves- 
tigation in an effort to identify him. 
Depositors. who communicated with the 
bank were assured by the president 
Robert E. Gillespie, that the reports 
were false and that there was not 
the slightest foundation for any alarm. 

Nevertheless, steps were taken td pro- 
tect the bank from any eventuality when 
it opened for business this morning. In 
yesterday's newspapers the bank print- 
ed advertisements showing the finan- 
cial condition of the bank at the close 
of business Saturday. and in interviews 
President Gillespie told of the false and 
alarming report which had been spread. 

Gillespie himeelf was at the Union 
Bank and the Third National Bank. .r 
St. Louis, when those institutions opened 
at 9a.m. today. They are the St. Louls 
banking connections of the East St. 
Louts bank. 

He withdrew $500,000 in currency from 
the two banks. It was placed in a 
closed auto truck and taken to East St. 
Louis under guard of four pelicemen 
and Gillespie. 

There were a mumber of savingg de- 
positors at the Illinois State Bank when 
it opened. Some of these had withdrawn 
their deposits before 9:45, when the 
half-million dollars in currency was 
carried up to the second floor, where 
the savings accounts are received.

Union Men Say Executive Has Clear 
Understanding of Situation — May 
Avert Nation-Wide Strike. 


HINTS AT LEGISLATION 
AS A FINAL RESORT

He Points Out Loss to Country in Event of 


Walkout— Will See Union Men Again After 
Conference With Employers—Arbitra- 
tion Board Considered Likely. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Prospects for averting a nation- 
wide railway strike, or at least for the formulation of some tenta-_ 
tive program which will be the groundwork for further negotia- 
tion, brightened today after President Wilson had conferred with 
35 chiefs of the four great brotherhoods of employes. After the 
conference the brotherhood men declared the President’s graxp 
ef the situation and the position of the men might result in an 
understanding being reached, and others in touch with the con- 
ference said the representatives of the men showed a disposition 


to co-operate to avoid a strike. 
Shortly after 2:30 o'clock the Mana- 
gers’ Committee, at the conclusion of a 
nalf-hour conference, went to ‘te 
White Houke to meet the President. 
There were 19 managers in the party 
and all were silent over the develop- 
ments of the conference of the men and

The delegates, the Presider’ 
was told, in voting on whether thev 
should accept or reject the mediators 
proposal to arbitrate, voted unanimous- 
ly for rejection.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14. 
HE following message was 
sent to the four railroad 
brotherhoods and the railway 
managers by President Wilson, 
through Secretary Tumulty, last 
night: 

‘I have learned with surprise and 
keen disappointment that an agree- 
ment concerning the settlement of 
the matto’s in the c ntroversy be- 
tween the railways ard their em- 
ployes bus proved impossible. 

“A general strike on the rail- 
ways would at any time have a 
most far-reaching and injurious ef- 
fect in the country. At this time 
the effect might be disastrous. I 
feel that I have the right, there- 
fore to request, and I do hereby 
request, as the heaa of the Govern- 
ment, that before any final decision 
is arrived at I may have a personal 
conference with you here. I shall 
hold myself ready to meet you at 
any time you may be able to reach 
Washington.”

It is to be remembered, business men 
say, that there is scarcely a factory of 
any importance which does not depend 
on a railroad for its products. A strike, 
for instance, would mean that the stee) 
mills of Pitteburg would be cut off from 
their ore supplies in Michigan and Wis- 
consin, the automobile industries of 
Michigan from supplies of steel and 
cotton mills of New England from the 
new cotton of the South, the garment 
factories of New York of their cloth 
from New England and every industry 
from everywhere will be cut off from 
coal to feed their furnaces. 

Of more immediate seriousness would 
be the question of a food supply. The 
large communities, which receive the 
bulk of*their food from long distances, 
would be forced to rely on what prod- 
ucts could be brought in by wagon, au- 
tomobile, trolley or vessel. 

The suspension of the country's ex- 
ports, the congestion of imports at coast 
cities, the stranding of hundreds of 
thousands of travelers and summer re- 
sort visitors far from their homes-- 
these are other possibilities which the 
strike situation presents, to say noth- 
ing of its effect on the railroads them- 
selvés and their employes. 


Extent ef Interests Involved. 
The capitalization of the railroads in 


the country amounts to more than $20,- 
000,000,000, and their gross revenue has 
been estimated at more than $4,000,000,- 
000, on the basis of recent reports. 

The latest estimates available show 
that the railways operate 251,984 miles 
of tracks and transport annually 1,033,- 
679,680 passengers. The passenger cars 
are estimated at 61,700 and other cars 
at 2,393,808.

In 
the Monfalcone sector, after two days 
of severe fighting, they carried Hill 121 
and Debeli. Further to the north they 
crossed the Vallone and pushed for- 
ward one Kilometer to the east of Op- 
pacchiasella, on the northern ridge of 
the Carso. Infantry carried positions on 
Nadlogem (Hill 212) which were defend..i 
strongly. We took 156 prisoners, of 
w' :n 57 were officers, and also two me- 
d'"m-caliber guns and some machine 
guns. 

‘In the hilly region east of Gorizia, 
Fill 174, to the north of Tivoli, was 
captured, 533 prisoners and some machine 
guns being taken. Altogether, since Aug.

BELGIAN COAST IS 
WELL FORTIFIED 
BY THE GERMANS 


Invaders Live in Bomb-Proof 
Concrete Dugouts—Ships’ 
Guns and Howitzers 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
ROTTERDAM, Netherlands, July 23.— 


A correspondent who has just been per- 
mitted to visit the Belgian coast reports 
on the formidable defenses that have 
been raised there. A long line of barbed 


wire entanglement stretches along the 
coast, and an endless series of long. 
slender ship’s guns protrude from the 
coarse grass of the dunes and behind 
the dunes crouch the heavy howitzers. 
Underground dwellings of bomb-proof 
concrete form part of the great trench 
along the entire coast. He says: 

“No spot is unguarded. Everywhere 
the endless line is occupied by sailors, 
who endeavor to find relief for th® mo- 
notony of their life in gardening and in 
rabbits and 


the care of their pigs, goats, 
birds. 

“Here and there one comes across an 
enormous unexploded shell, hurled 


ashore by one of the big British war- 
ships, and which now forms the orna- 
mental center of a flower garden. ! 
saw a big fellow among them, some of 
38 centimeter caliber. 

“What one sees in the way of de- 
struction is the work of the fast torpedo 
destroyers, which have on occasion 
hailed smaller shells on the coastal 
towns with their quick-firing guns. The 
corners of houses are gnawed away; 
here and there a gable exhibits great 
holes. But the damage is not very bad. 
at least not in Ostend and Zeebrugge, 
much less than one would have sup- 
posed. Even on the seaside the towns 
appear to be little damaged. The big 
bath hotel at Ostend is untouched, and 
the great glass Kurhaus shows no 
breakage in its innumerable panes. A 
few big buildings by Zeebrugge have 
been leveled to the ground, but that 
was the work of the Germans, owing 
to the fact that these buildings hélped 
to direct the enemy’s fire on the occa- 
sions when he sought to destroy the 
most susceptible feature of the harbor, 
the big lock. 

“The real work of destruction begins 


addition to those of the French yester- 
day. 

North of Pozieres, toward the Mou- 
quet farm, British and Australian 
troops took a 500-yard depth of a mile 
front. North of Bazentin-Le Petit they 
mastered more commanding ground, 
which brings them closer to Martin- 
puich. South of Guillmont, they gained 
a ridge, but were blasted off of it by 
the German guns. 

The attack north of Pozieres closely 
followed German counter attacks which 
were overwhelmed by the British gun- 
fire Friday. The British here have 
gained the ridge, pushing the Germans 
down the slope, and the British gunfira 
is to terrific that the Germans have 
given up trying to keep them intact. 

British shells have been digging for 
them, and they scattered into big shell 
holes, where snipers and machine gun 
compliments have orders to fight to the 
last man, when the British advance. 

At some points on the Somme battle 
line the British are using the same 
method, and the actual firing line con- 
sists of groups of both sides taking 
cover in this fashion. Last night’s 
charge north of Pozieres was a case of 
waiting the Germans out of shell cra- 
ters. 


Russians pr tee Pressed Back, Con- 
antinople Says. 
CONSTANTINOP E, Aug. 14.—The 


Russian forces in the Caucasus and in 
Persia are being pressed back further 
following the recent advantages won on 
both fronts by the Turks, says a War 
Office statement under date of Aug. 13. 
This announcement is as follows: 

“Our troops in Persia are progressiny. 
On the right wing in a further offensive 
launched at dawn of Aug. 9, we drove 
the Russians from Essadabad and be- 
gan an attack on their pogPion north of 
this point. In the region of Sunnebane 
and Sakkiz we pressed the Russians to 
the east and north in successful bat- 
tles. 

“In the Caucasus we occupied the 
dominating heights north of Bitlis end 
crossed the Muhad.”

USTAINED SHELL FIRE OF 
THE BRITISH OFFENSIVE 
AN AT VERDUN 


Position of Pozieres Ridge Gives Chargers Big 
Advantage in Sixth Week and They Keep 


Hammering at Bapaume Village. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 12—Anyone who might 
think from reading the British official 
reports that the British offensive woul’ 
soon conclude from the unceasing gun- 
fire if he went out on the fleld that a 
terrific battle was still in progress. No 
one that the Associated Press corre- 
spondent meets at the front thinks that 
the offensive is over, or that anything 
but winter will stop it. Though no vil- 
lage or considerable frontage of trenches 
has been stormed in the last few days, 
every day has found some strong point 
taken and some new spur of trenches 
thrown out in the course of the same 
kind of operation which followed and 
preceded each big blow. 

“The question this week,” said a staff 
officer, “is whether our guns havs 
killed more Germans than their guns 
have killed of us, and we know that the 
odds are in our favor, at least two if 
not three to one.” 


Fliercer Than at Verdun. 

For six weeks the British have main- 
tained a torrent of shell fire which Ger- 
man prisoners who have been at Ver- 
dun say surpasses anything they en- 
dured there; while at the different mu- 
nitions depots the piles of shells seem 
as plentiful as the day before the grand 
offensive began. 

It has been.a week all to the taste of 
the gunners. They have had such an 
advantage of position over the Ger- 
mans as they neve: had before, thanks 
to the possession of Pozieres ridge, 
which was crowned by a windmill at 
the highest point, the wooden structure 
of which has long since been blown to 
splinters by shell fire and its stone base 
cracked into bits. Inoalculable and in- 
cenceivable is the amount of shell fire 
spent on this ridge, whose irregular 
skyline is ever changing as a result of 
the pummeling, but the British kept 
their domination by tactics and methods 
of fortifications not permitted to be 
mentioned here. 

The Australians described the latest 
German counter-attack, which wa’ made 
last night, as comic if the result had not 
been so tragic for the two battalions 
which made it. Apparently the Germans 
were mostly recruits. When assembling 
for the attack they were caught by 
Pritish howitzer fire, then charged 
across the open space to be caught by 
machine gun fire. Some 4 survivors, 
who got to the trenches, held up their 
hands when the Australians called to 
them ‘o come in. 


British Guns Screened, 

British guns are screened behind the 
conquered slopes -+* Pozieres ridge, while 
from the crest the British are able to 
see all the way to Bapaume. Thus ex- 
posed, the German guns have been grad- 
ually retiring, for once the British lo- 
cate a German battery they go after 
i: with a concentration of fire, like a 
pack of*hounds after a cornered fox.

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WORKS CHANGES IN 


JUSTICE HUGHES 


Republican Nominee Drops Pre-, 
cise Speech and Even Resorts 
to Slang in West. 


AVOIDS SOME OF ISSUES 
Reference to Teutonic Sym- 
pathizers and Progressives 
Lacking in Addresses.

Dispatch and the New York World. 
SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 14—The judi- 

fial associates with whom Charles E. 

Hughes shared an isolated and sedentary 

life for six’ years would marvel at the 
extraordinary metamorphosis which one 
short week of campaigning has worked 
in him. 

Resting over the Sabbath here in the 
prosperous eastern slope of Washington, 
he prepared for a second week quite as 
strenuous that will carry him to Puget 
Sound and Los Angeles. 

The candidate and his wife, who is ex- 
tracting a lot of fun out of her unusual 
experiences, spent the day as unevent- 
fully as they would at Bridgehampton. 
Mr. Hughes saw no politicians, made no 
addresses and beyond his attendance ar 
the First Baptist Church with Mrs. 
Hughes, did not appear in public. He 
declined to Sccupy the pulpit at the 
church as he has invitations to officiate 
in a lay capacity in other cities. 

Today he will motor through the moun- 
tains to Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, return 
here to speak and then move on to Ta- 
coma and Seattle. 


Reticence and Reserve Lost. 
The first week's experience has accom- 


plished marked changes in Mr. Hughes. 
The most pronounced is the revival of 
the fire he showed as a campaigner in 
his last gubernatorial contest. The reti- 
cence, diffidence and reserve manifest in 
his manner while a Supreme Court Jus- 
tice he has sted as easily as a rattler 
sheds its skin. 

During the last two days of his can- 
vass in Montana he ‘‘found” himself, as- 
sumed an easy and almost rakish Aatti- 
tude toward his audiences and struck 
out with the aggressiveness that marked 
his fights in his home state. He has 
expanded his smile and dropped his 
preciseness of speech for the more read- 
ily comprehended colloquialisms and 
even slang phrases of the street. 

The dignified Supreme Court Justices 
should hear him roll out the word ‘“‘ijob.’’ 
He never did anything like that when 
he was with them. When he reached 
the country of the ‘‘cow punchers”’ and 
miner, he not only adopted the breezy 
wholesomeness of the West, but its 
rcugh-and-ready slouch. 

Once away from his managers Mr. 
Hughes fell into the ways of the coun- 
try. He prospected the ground before 
him and ignoring both his party plat- 
form and sagacious suggestions of 
friends, mapped out his own campaign. 
He “tried out” various scenarios and 
plots submitted to him. Those that ‘got 
over’ with his audiences he retained. 
This might be compared to the presen- 
tation of a case (with evidence to come) 
te a jury of unknown emotions and 
prejudices. His point has been to 
create the impression that the Wilson 
administration *“.1s proven incapable of 
administering the affairs of the Govern- 
ment to the satisfaction of the people. 

“avoids Some of Issues. 

“Some people think I should say what 
I shall do to stop the practices that I 
am attacking,’’ said the nominee with a 
grin, in a recent speech. ‘I have frank- 
ly replied that I don’t know. But in 
that respect I’ve got nothing on Wil- 
son. He doesn’t know, either. I know 
that these practices exist and I know 
that if I am elected President they shall 
not continue to exist.” 

The one outstanding fact ever manifest 
in all of Mr. Hughes’ utterances is that 


to put and keep the Wilson administra- 
tion on the defensive. It is his purpose 
to not permit Mr. Wilson to select the 
fighting ground and the weapons. He 
likes to ask questions instead of answer- 
ing them. 

H: has ignored and thinks he has dis- 
posed of questions that might prove em- 
barrassing.

Even the Teutonic agitators who have 
openly proclaimed him their choice for 
President over Mr. Wilson have been 
kept in the background. Not in any :f 
the places that Mr. Hughes has spoken 
has a single reference been made to this 
interesting topic; neither have his alien 
supporters been conspicuous in their ac- 
tivities at the local gatherings.

GERMAN DOCTOR 
USES SALT FOR 
PHTHISIS CASES 


Tests Made With Army Patients 
Show Night Sweating 
Is Curtailed. 


BERLIN, Aug. 14.—Encouraging re- 
sults from the administration of com- 
mon salt as a remedy against the en- 
feebling night sweats of consumptives 
and against excessive perspiration in 
the case of marching soldiers, are re- 
ported by Company Surgeon Link in an 
article in the Munich Medical Weekly. 

Sweat contains about six parts of salt 

in the thousand. A hard march of a 
few hours on a hot day results in the 
exudation of five to six liters of sweat, 
with a salt content of 24 to 30 grams. 
A strong night sweat of a consumptive 
exudes as much as 2% liters, causing 
a salt loss of 15 grams. This amount 
is far from unimportant, since the blood 
contains altogether only about 20 grams 
of salt, an amount about corresponding 
to the maximum daily consumption of 
salt in foods. 
Dr. Link’s first experiments were 
made with sufferers from tuberculosis. 
He began by giving a level teaspoon- 
ful of salt (about five grams) in a smal] 
glass of water just before patients re- 
tired. The result was a greater fresh- 
ness and absence of weariness on the 
following morning, but the patients 
either had no night sweats or else very 
slight ones. About 100 soldiers of one 
regiment were given a teaspoonful of 
salt at 6:45 o’clock in the morning be- 
fore beginning their day’s march. After 
a march of nearly 20 miles in muggy 
weather the soldiers thus dosed exhibit- 
ed much less fatigue than their com- 
rades. 


REPUDIATES MURDER CONFESSION 
EXONERATING CONDEMNED MAN 


Erwin King, District Attorney Says, 
Denies Telling How He Murdered 
Farmer and Housekeeper. 
ALBION, N. Y., Aug. 14.—District At- 
torney Knickerbocker of Orleans Coun- 
ty announced today that Erwin King 
had repudiated the confession he made 
at Little Valley Aug. 10 that he was 
guilty of the murder of Charles Phelps, 
a farmer, and his housekeepér, Mary 
Wollcott, at West Shelby March 22, 
1915. Charles Stielow is in Sing Sinz 
Prison under sentence of death for these 
murders, but was reprieved recently on 
the day set for his execution. Stielow’s 
friends believed King’s confession would 

save the life of the condemned man. 
Later today a warrant was issued by 
Justice of the Peace H. C. Tucker, 
charging King with murder in the first 
degree. eek | 
David A. White, Stielow’s lawyer, de- 
clared that the prisozer’s recantation 
was ‘‘ridiculous, false and inspired. 30 
added: 

“T understand that King says in this 
alleged statement tha+ -.00 was offered 
to him to confess. This I am sure is 
false.”’ 

White denied that friends of Stielow 
were responsible for the warrant. 


BATTLESHIP VIRGINIA SCORED 
MOST HITS IN TARGET WORK 


She Is Credited With 26, While the 
Rhode Island Made Lowest 
Record, With 8. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Statistics of 
the spring target practice in the At- 
lantic fleet have been made public by 
Secretary Daniels as a reply to recent 
criticism of the navy’s gunnery efficien- 
cy. The statement shows that in the 
long range firing last February ani 
March the battleship Virginia scored 26 
hits on a target the size of a battleship, 
while the Rbode Island, which made 
the lowest score of the six ships man- 
tioned, landed eight shots firing at 

slightly greater range. 

“The .correct score of the ships m2n- 
tioned,”’ said the announcement, “spuot- 
ted on a battleship target 600 feet long, 
95 feet wide and 30 free board, basec 
on the result of the camera observa- 
tion, were as follows: 

“Nebraska, 22 hits; Louisiana, 18 
hits; Kansas, 16 hits; Virginia, 26 hits: 
New Jersey, 20 hits; Rhode Island, $ 
hits.”’

Lake Covering 550 Acres Spreads 
From North Carolina Across Border 
—Inhabitants Warned in Time, 
ASHEVILLE, .N. C,, Aug. 14.—Day- 
light found the inhabitants of the Keo- 
wee and Seneca Valleys, in South Caro- 
lina, still awake, anxiously awaiting the 
crest of the flood waters loosened last 
night by the breaking of the big dam 
at Lake Toxaway, N. C. Warnings 
of the flood's approach sent broadcast 
though Pickens, Walhalla, Oconee and 
Anderson Counties, enabled dwellers in 
the lowlands to prepare to move if 

necessary. 

The collapse of the dam released a 
lake which covered 550 acres to an aver- 
age depth of 30 feet, but so far as 
known no lives were lost, and only 
minor damage reported.

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—The epiden‘c 
of infantile paraiysis took a turn for the 
better today. The number of new cz2ses 
reported to the Health Department went 
under the 100 mark for the first time in 
several weeks. During the 24 hours enda- 
ing at 10 a. m., the plague killed 3! 
children and 9% new cases were repo5rt- 
ed, 43 of them in Manhattan and 31 in 

Brooklyn.

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MONARCHISTS, BUI 
THEY MAY ESCAPE 


Foreigners in Pekin Do Not Ex- 
pect Chinese President to 
Push the Cases. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

PEKIN, July 11.—President Li-Yuan- 
hung’s mandate. ordering the trial of 
eight prominent movers in the mo- 
narchical movenient, including two for- 
iner members of the Cabinet, has cre- 
ated a profound sensation in China, 

Liang. Shih-yi, who was the confi- 
dential adviser of Yuan Shi-kai and 
was probably the most influential man 
in China under Yuan Shi-kali, is in- 
cluded in the list of monarchists who 
are to be tried and punished. Liang 
Shih-yi is now in Hongkong, living un- 
der the protection of the British flag. 
lt will be impossible to extradite Liang 
Shih-yi for a political offense. If the 
Chinese Government were to make 
charges against him, in connection with 
his direction of the affairs of the Bank 
of Communications, it might be possible 
to extradite him. Criminal charges 
would probably command the attention 
of the English Government, but it ts 
quite unlikely that English officials in 
Pekin would regard political offenses 
as proper grounds for extraditicn. 

Minister of Finance. 

Chow Tzu-chi, for several years Yuan 
Shi-kai's Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce, and Minister of Finance dur- 
ing the last days of Yuan's regime, is 
among the list of monarchists to be 
punished. He is now living in the Brit- 
ish concession at Tien-tsin, and conse- 
quently is beyond the reach of the 
Chinese Government, unless it makes 
criminal charges. 

Chu Chi-chien, Yuan Shi-kai's former 
Minister of the Interior, is the other 
Cabinet member against whom the man- 
date is directed. He is living at Tien- 
trin. Chu Chi-chien was at the head 
of the bureau which was making prepa- 
rations for the enthronement cere- 
monies, and his name figures very 
prominently in connection with the 
monarchical movement from its very 
inception. 

Yang Tu, the chief promoter of the 
Chou An Hui, or the Society for the 
Preservation of Peace, which formally 
launched the monarchical movement inh 
a public way, is the most prominent of 
the other men to be tried. 

Text of the Mandate. 

The full text of the mandate for the 
punishment of monarchists follows: 

“The movement for the change of 
form of state plunged the whole coun- 
try into utter confusion and nearly 
caused it to suffer national extinc- 
tion. Those who promoted the move- 
ment must be held responsible. The 
arrest is hereby ordered of Yang Tu, 
Sun Yu-chun, Ku Ao, Liang Shih-yi, 
Hsia Shou-tien, Chu Chi-chien, Chow 
Tzu-chi and Hsuen Ta-ky, who are to 
be handed to the judiciary, carefully 
and strictly tried and punished ac- 
cording to the law, to the end that a 
warning may be registered for the 
guidance of future generations. Oth- 
ers are hereby pardoned in the in- 
terest of leniency.” 

Objection to Punishment. 

Conservative newspapers, especialiy 
those printed in English, have advised 
strongly against the punishment of 
monarchists on the ground that such 
a step would make a reconciliation of 
the North and South even more diffi- 
cult by embittering the old factional 
strife. Practically all the foreign 
ministers in Peking strongly advised 
against such action, and urged the 
revolutioniste to drop all charges and 
center their efforts upon reconstruct- 
ing the shattered and disorganized 
government. 

Extreme revolutionists, however, de- 
manded that the promoters of the mo- 
narchical movement be beheaded. For a

Origin of Knives and Forks 


domestic use the table utensils, 

in which naturally the knife and 
'fork have the most essential pert, have 
been the outgrowth of centuries. In 
point of antiquity the knife tak: s prece- 
dence of the fork, the use of a knife at 
table becoming general in England only 
in the later period of the Plantagenets. 

In the fourteenth. Tifteenth and even 
up to the earlier yeors of the sixteenth 
century, people commonly sat on the 
ground or, if of the noble class, on stools 
and chairs, and having neither knives or 
forks, not any substitute for them, ate 
with thetr fingers. 

In the first era of which we have any 
distinct record knives were of stone, 
and while the use of iron in their con- 
struction goes back to the ninth cen- 
tury, it was not wnt!! the fifteenth that 
knives began to come upon the table. 

Originally the dagge: was used to tak. 
the place of a knife at meais, the earliest 
form of knife used in England and 
rance during the time of Henry VIII 
and Francfs I being of a siender straight 
blade, the handle of elaborately carved 
ivory or of agate or silver, often inlaic 
with enamel or precious stones, and gen- 
erally the preperty of a noble or othe 
dignitary of high rank; the common peo- 
ple still adhering to the old simple and 
direct method of conveying the food to 
their mouths. 

It was in the seventeenth century that 
sets of knives ior distribution among the 
guests came into common use. Through 
various periods the shape of the table 
knife blade underwent many changes, 
the straight bla’‘é with rounded ends fa- 
riiilar to us today being brought into 
use only in. the latter part of the 
eighteenth. cemtury. 

The fork as a table utensil is of com- 
paratively modern date. That it was 
used in medieval times for the prepara- 
tion and cutting cf food in the kitchen 
reems certain, tut its employment at the 
table is of the last years of the sixteenth 
century and was originally due to the 
extraordinary development tin the size 
of collars and cuffs.

“The raiiways of the country have 
been learning more and more to appeal 
to public opinion; that the labor organi- 
zations should gard it, especially 
in the face of a l from the ad- 
ministration, seemed increasing improb- 
able from the attitude of the labor 

rs as reported from Washington, 
despite earlier statements that they 
would refuse arbitration. 

“Indeed, some of the railway shares 
made substantial ins, which were 
fairly well held. @ advance in Read- 
ing stock was exceptional, from the 
peculiar speculative position of that is- 
sue Other securities, included the in- 
dustrial stocks, were generally firm, 
most of them making fractional ad- 
vances. 

“Shares of copper mining companies 
were still influenced by reports of in- 
creasing activity in the trade, and the 
conviction that a new British loan was 
soon to be announced was apparently 
the occasion for mederate advances in 
the munitions shares, though thus far 
there has been little question of Great 
Britain's ability to pay for what she 
buys.
